The examiner 
submits that the definition for a "die cut" as stated in Attachment I, is disclosed as "a method of punching or cutting out of shapes'* from a 
substrate, or in other words a punched or cut out shape from a substrate. The definition for a perforations according to Websters 
Dictionary Is "a hole pattern made by piercing (punching) in a sheet to serve as an aid in separation". Therefore, a "die-cut" and a 
"perforation is considered to be the same or equal. Furthermore, after further review of applicant's specification and drawings, the 
applicant does not even disclose that the cut lines are "consecutive perforated tear lines". Therefore, this limitation poses as a 1 12 2nd 
Paragraph rejection for lacldng antecedent basis.
